Dear Parents (or Guardian), 

The enrollment at St. Mary’s has increased considerably and 
therefore vie believe it advisable to acquaint you with the areas of school 
life in which your cooperation would be helpful to us as well as to your 
daughter. With this in view, vie are sending you a copy of our general regu¬ 
lations so that you may read them and keep then for reference. Your signatures 
on the enclosed registration card indicate your willingness to cooperate with 
the school administrators. 

Registration card should be returned to us no later than July 31. 
Please be sure that all information requested is given and that the exact dates 
of Baptism, First Communion, and Confirmation are recorded. Registration fee 
for the 1956-57 school year must be paid by July 31. Incoming Freshmen and new 
upperclass students who have already paid registration fee for 1956-57 should 
fill out the enclosed registration card and return it to us as directed above. 

Cards and fees may be brought to the school personally on July 22, 

23, 2li, 25, 26, 27, or 28, between two and four o'clock; or they may be sent by 
mail. If you wish to register by mail, please place the unfolded registration 
card and check, or money order, in an envelope addressed as follows:

Only those girls whose cards have been received by July 31, 1956, 
will be on our enrollment list for the fall semester. 

Freshnen and Sophomores will report to school on September 11, 1956, 
at 9 to receive their program schedules and procure supplies. Juniors 
and Seniors will report on Wednesday, September 12, 1956, at 9 o’clock. Uniform 
blouses, ties, gym suits, and books may be purchased in the bookstore on these 
days. All girls must be in complete uniform on Monday, October 1. 


We will be happy to have you as members of the Fontbonne Guild (Mothers' 
club) and the St. Mary’s Academy Dads’ Club during the coming year. You will 
receive notices regarding these organizations later. 


Our mutual goal is the education of your daughter in accordance with 
Christian principles and it can best be attained by cooperation between the home 
and the school. This spirit has been manifested in the past and we feel confident 
that it will continue. 


May God bless our combined efforts in this important work which He 
has entrusted to us.
